OTTAWA, Feb. 26—Buttons 
flew off the foils and one of the | 
first political Donnybrooks of the 
session broke out last night in the 
House of Commons. Hon. Ian 
Mackenzie (Lib. Vancouver Cen- 
tre) provided the spark when he 
moved a want-of-confidence mo- 
tion against the government, 

He charged it “has not yet sub- 
mitted to parliament any definite 
or effective policy to deal with 
widespread actual unemployment or 
distress which continues to be 
Canada's most urgent national pro-| 
blem.” } 

One of the oldest members in 
the house, Sir George Perley, who 
is leading the administration dur- 
ing slight illness of Premier R. B. 
Bennett, emphatically denied the 
broadside of the Liberal benches 
and called upon his fellow-Conser- 
vatives to vote down the motion.

VEGREVILLE, Feb. 26,—The 
morning session of the trial of John

The face of 
the accused was streaming with 
perspiration at the time and gave 
the impression to witness that he 
had been travelling hurriedly.

ed by the Princes of the Native 
States. 

The huge bill, which has passed 
second reading, will go into com-

but in a reai alliance, responsive to 


the promptings of social consci- 
ence.”

AMENDMENT DUE | 


Notice was given by the finance 
minister of several mendments to) 
the government bill which would | 
increase to $90,000,000 the funds, 
available to the Farm Loan Board | 
and extend its operations to every | 
province. The bill was in commit- 
tee stage most of the afternoon and | 
for an hour last night but no pro- | 
gress was made, the finance min- 
ister finally moving it out. | 


The first amendment would ex- 
tend to farmers who already owe 
money to the Farm Loan beard, the 
reduced rates now going into ef- 
fect. Some farmers have loans 
bearing interest as high as 614 per! 
cent., but the rate will be cut to} 
514 and perhaps to five. 


RAISE LOAN LIMITS 


Another amendment would per- 
mit loans to be made up to 50 per 
cent. of the value of lands and 
buildings on a farm. Under exist- | 
ing laws, the 50 per cent. limit ap-| 
plies to land but is only 25 per} 
cent, on buildings. | 

A third change would provide a 
credit be allowed all farmers who, | 
under presént regulations, subscrib- | 
ed five per cent, of their loan to 
shares of the Farm Loan board. The | 
credit will go against the principal 
of the loan. | 

The last amendment would appl» 
only to Quebec. It would permit 
loans up to 60 per cent. of lands 
and buildings because no chattel 
mortgages are legal in that prov- 
ince.

Physicians have long known can- 
cer tissue is affected by radiation | 
more than sound flesh but the rea- 
son was believed to be that the 
rays stopped growth of the cells. 

Expetiments by Dr, Paul S. Hen- 
shaw of Memorial Hospital, New 
York, have apparently determined. | 
however, that the rays halt the} 
workings of the strange substance | 
that regulates not only growth in 
size but other development as well. | 

The studies by Dr, Henshaw were | 
made public by the American As-| 
sociation fer the Advancement of 
Science. Cancer specialists hope 
that from them may grow the 
knowledge of just how much radi- 
ation to apply to the diseased cells 
so the normal ones will not be 
harmed.

WHAT IS THE ANSWER? 

Youth is the impressionable age. Canadian 
youth must be getting some queer impressions 
of Canadian statesmanship, as exemplified in 
the expedients which represent the farthest 
advance made in a five years’ struggle with 
nation-wide unemployment. 

A Calgary despatch announces a “new deal” 
made by the Alberta Relief Commission for the 
temporary accommodation of single unem- 
ployed men who ask to be sent to one of the 
twenty-cent-a-day relief work camps. The 
applicant is to be advanced his breakfast on 
trust. If he works steadily all day on some 
civie project he will get lunch and supper. 

He will get no pay; not even the two dimes 
payable to an inmate of one of the camps. 
Surely the Governments might stretch gener- 
osity to the length of allowing the probationer 
that poor pittance while he is waiting their 
pleasure in sending him to the place of his 
future labors. At least they might spare him 
a chew of gum, in lieu of tooth paste and brush. 

No doubt the country is getting some cheap 
road work and other similar improvements by 
such means. But the ultimate price may be 
high. Some day Canada may have to ask these 
single men to fight for it. Suppose they ask:

Adam Smith spent 
ten years writing “The Wealth of Nations”’— 
and the world hasn't caught up to him yet. 

If the Major can supply the needed specifi- 
cations, his $5000 fee will be ridiculously 
small, And there is no blame coming to him 
for collecting in advance. 

Two years, perhaps three, are therefore to 
elapse before the Major puts his plans before 
whatever Government may be in power at that 
time, and it will take another year at least to 
make the necessary overhaul and get the 
machinery running. 

Thus while Premier Bennett has put it up 
to the students of Queen’s University to tell 
him how to distribute the super-abundant sup- 
plies of “the things of life,” the Alberta Gov- 
ernment has chartered Major Douglas to tell 
how to do it in case the Queen’s men fall down. 

But, meantime, where are the unemployed 
going to get jobs? What is to be done to cut 
down the farmer's debt load and tax load so 
he can stay on the farm? What is to be done 
to cut down the debt load and the tax load of 
the employed wage-earner so he will be able 
to meet these charges and have enough left to 
support his family? 

These are the questions of immediate and 
urgent concern. However successful the Major 
may be in his calculations, people must eat and 
wear clothes and have shelter while they wait. 
And whatever solution the Queen's students 
may eventually supply for Mr. Bennett's con- 
undrum, the same necessitous circumstances 
have to be met in the interval. 

Is it the idea that the unemployed shall do 
the waiting on relief allowances and in twenty- 
cent-a-day camps; that the municipalities shall 
go on chalking up deficits, and that the em- 
ployed house-hoider and the farmer must wear 
old clothes and dodge caveats until these long 
range readjustments are made?

The Convention of Rural Municipalities of 
Ontario has passed a resolution demanding that 
the Dominion Government cease borrowing 
money at interest, and instead issue whatever 
money is needed for public purposes through 
the Central Bank against the security of the 
national wealth, 

How much better security 
it would be if the govern- 
ment dida’t have to pay in- 
terest, and secured a dollar's 
worth of value for each 
dollar spent. 

In the House of Commons, 
Hon. H. H. Stevens, who was 
forced by Premier Bennett to 
resign from the Dominion 
Cabinet for exposing some of 
the evils of sweatshop capi- 
talism, asked the members of the House of 
Commons “Why in the name of Heaven do we 
not. get to work"? 

He answered his own question by saying: 

“Tll tell you why. Because the credit 
of the country is in the control of a very 
small number of men and is not actually 
available, except at high costs that are too 
high, or on conditions that are too onerous.” 

It isn’t the radicals and the Communists 
who are tearing down unrestrained Capitalism 
and the private Monetary System. It is the 
unrestrained capitalists and the money lords 
who are tearing them down, and demonstrating 
their inability to function.

Alberta folk who are shocked to learn that 
the present provincial government is paying 
out half of all its revenues in interest may be 
surprised to Jearn that the Dominion Govern- 
ment is paying out nearly two-thirds ef its total 
revenues for interest. 

In a very real sense it’s true that the money- 
lenders, not the people, own Canada. We are all 
slaves to the money-lender groups without even 
the security in sickness and old age that the 
slaveowner had to give his slaves. The principal 
monuments that governments have erected in 
the past century of progress have been enor- 
mous debt structures. Instead of cultural and 
mechanical ‘progress making life easicr and 
more secure for the masses, the benefits of in- 
vention, power and technology have been 
diverted towards the relatively few. Govern- 
ments have aided them to greater wealth by 
borrowing the money of the rich instead of 
printing their own money, thus keeping monty 
scarce and dear and providing channels of safe 
investment for the privileged money classes. 

The private monetary system has progressed 
to a point where the money-lending classes now 
are in receipt of two-thirds of the entire 
national revenue.

The Dominion revenues approximate $350,- 
000,000. Interest on debentures issued by the 
Dominion Government call for $130,000,000 in- 
terest each year. In addition we must pay 
$95,000,000 a year interest on bonds guaranteed 
and paid for by the Dominion Government. In 
those two items, bang goes $225,000,000 interest 
each year out of our $350,000,000 revenue. 

Finance Minister Rhodes last year announced 
the figures for 1932. In that year the exact 
revenue was $336,721,305. Out of that total 
$227,802,367 was paid out in interest as follows: 


Interest on National debt $133,711,548 


Interest on Railway debt 92,490,819 
Interest on Can. Steamship debt 600,000 
Interest on harbor debts 1,000,000 


It is estimated by the “Instructor” a finan- 
cial magazine published in Montreal, that the 
provinces in the same year paid $45,000,000, 
and the municipalities over $63,000,000 in in- 
terett. Quite a payroll for the “wages of 
capital.” 

They grow larger all the time. In the two 
years from the end of 1931 to the end of 1933 
the borrowings of the Canadian municipalities 
increased by $53,000,000; those of the provinces 
by $183,000,000 and the Dominion debts in the 
last two years by $345,000,000. 

The “Instructor” calculates the average rate 
of interest on all the Dominion borrowings at 
4.97 per cent—an increase over the 4.75 per 
cent estimated by Premier Bennett and a very 
great increase over the average rate of 3.45 
per cent in the year 1913.

Here’s an even more graphic way of visual- 
izing how the burden of interest-bearing debt 
has grown to a point where it threatens to 
smother the nation. 

In 1913, the Dominion government had to 
pay $11,873,033 interest out of a total revenue 
of $168,689,903. That meant paying in interest 
charges about one-fifteenth of the total rev- 
enues. Today, interest payments cal! for about 
two-thirds of the total revenues—and they are 
still mounting. 

Germany got rid of her vast post-war in- 
ternal debt by a deliberate policy of inflating 
the mark till it had less than a wall-paper 
value. Nations struggling for life in the waters 
of debt have no more ethics or sense of the 
sacredness of interest than drowning men have 
in the waters of death 

How very lucky the bondholders of Canada 
—federal, provincial and municipal—are that 
nobody talks of repudiation or liquidation by 
inflation. The most extremely radical proposal 
yet made is that by Mr. Elliott of Victoria, 
who would pay them all off with Canadian 
currency. The mild gentlemen at the conven- 
tion of Rural Municipalities in Ontario would 
be content to shoulder the present burden so 
long as the government will not add to it. 

Evils and sicknesses usually must get un- 
bearable before they get better. Won't it be 
ironical if it turns out that the men who have 
been preaching “sound money” and the sanc- 
tity of interest obligations when money is 
withhe d, have been helping progress without 
intending to. 


There are more and more indications that 
Great Britain, the English-speaking Domin- 
ions and the United States are growing closer 
together politically. Tor this we can be thank- 
ful. For more than a century the English- 
speaking nations have been at peace with one 
another. Today they stand together on funda- 
mental questions of vast import to the world

The fingernails may indicate nervous dis- 
orders by white spots under the fingernails, 
but this, and brittle and chalky nails, may also 
be caused by malnutrition. The doctor often 
examines hang-nails to determine the patient's 
degree of resistance to infection. It is also pos- 
sible to determine something 
of the condition of the blood 
by the color of the nails. For 
example, cyanosis gives a 
bluish tint, and anemia caus- 
es a bleaching. Of course, a 
doctor will not depend upon 
these symptoms for a real 
diagnosis, and he will al- 
ways confirm or refute these 
indications by laboratory ex- 
amination. 

The fingertips are some- 
times of diagnostic importance. Clubbed fingers 
or a great enlargement of the fingertips may be 
caused by a number of different diseases. 

Arthritis often makes its first indication in 
distinctive enlargements of the fingerjoints. 
Acromegalia produces an enlargement of all 
of the bones of the hands. Myxedema may pro- 
duce a puffy, deeply grooved hand. Raynaud's 
Disease frequently attacks the fingers, causing 
them to become white and cold or, if the con- 
dition persists, even gangrenous. 

The manner in which the patient shakes 
hands may give much valuable information 
concerning the patient’s nervous temperament. 

TRe patient may involuntarily twitch or 
hold the hands in certain positions which fre- 
quently play an important part in diagnosis of 
such diseases as alcoholic poisoning, drug pois- 
oning, Grave's disease, multiple sclerosis, hy- 
Steria, paralysis agitans, Friedreich’s ataxia, 
epilepsy, chorea, tetany, and various profes- 
sional cramps. 

Much can be determined by the temperature 
and moisture of the hands. A hot dry hand will 
almost always indicate an internal fever. A 
hot moist hand usually indicates a severe toxic 
condition and is generally found where there 
is an excess of thyroid secretion. When the 
hand is cold and dry it may simply indicate 
fatigue or exposure to cold. It may also indi- 
cate a disorder of the circulation or heart. 
When the hand is cold but moist the patient 
does not usually have heart trouble or other 
disturbances of the circulation, but this cold 
moist hand is frequently found in those who 
are neurasthenics or have nervous disorders. 

From these indications of what can be 
learned from the hands, you can readily see the 
importance of keen powers of observation to the 
physician. Not only is careful observation im- 
portant to the physician, but it is undoubtedly 
important to everyone, regardless of occupation. 

Life becomes more interesting when one 
becomes an observant spectator. There is an old 
saying: “Knowledge comes to him who 
searches.”

QUESTION: Mrs. Kay McD says: “My baby 
cries frequently although he seems to be in 
good health. Isn’t there some danger of his 
injuring his lungs crying so much?” 

ANSWER: If the baby appears to be in good 
health and the diet is properly balanced, there 
is no particular need to worry about the baby’s 
crying, as it seems natural! for all babies to cry 
to some extent and this develops their lungs. 
The baby should, however, be carefully watched 
to see that the crying is not caused by dis- 
comfort. 

QUESTION: Miss A. writes: “It is my con- 
viction that I am somewhat anemic. Someone 
has suggested that I take one teaspoonful of 
vaseline every night before going to bed to pro- 
vide more blood, aid elimination of waste and 
put on weight. Will you kindly advise me if 
there is any good in the idea.” 

ANSWER: The use of vaseline internally as 
mentioned by you can in no way improve your 
anemic condition. It may act as a lubricating 
substance for the alimentary canal and, as such, 
be a temporary aid to constipation, but I be- 
lieve you will derive more benefit from follow- 
ing the instructions outlined in my articles on

On this date in 1856, the Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Province 
of Canada was the theatre of a 
verbal duel between John A. Mac- 
donald and George Brown, which, 
for bitterness and vitriolic speech, 
has never been equalled in our 
parliamentary annals. 

Macdonald, then attorney gen- 
eral, accused Brown of “falsifying 
testimony and suborning wit- 
nesses” in connection with an in- 
vestigation into the erection and 
conduct of the Portsmouth peni- 
tentiary, near Kingston, John A. 
is described as having electrified 
the house with his tirade, “caus- 
ing even the least scrupulous of 
parliamentary sharp-shooters to 
stand aghast.”

“Amusing Spectacle” Pre- 
vails in Alberta Declares 
Bossenberry 


Alberta today enjoys the “rather 
@musing spectacle of a yovernment 
elected on the U.F.A. platform hav- 
ing some of its members lining up 
with the Co-Operative Common- 
wealth Federation and others with 
the Social Credit proponents and 
being led by a Conservative cab- 
inet,” declared Harvey Bossenberry, 
Liberal, Pincher Creek, in speaking 
fn the debate on the Speech from 
the Throne in the legisiature on 
Monday, 

Mr. Bossenberry took some time 
off to bring to the attention of the 
government some of the shortcom- 
ings of the lands and mines depart- 
Ment. 

“We hear,” he said, ‘a lot of com- 
Plaints from time to time about this 
department over homestead leases 
&nd other matters and I could cite 
several glaring cases of neglect or 
mismanagement in this department. 
Lands in improvement districts 
taken over for taxes is treated as 
crown land and the district receives 
no further benefit from same. If 
this is being done, I think the prac- 
tice is wrong.” 


TELLS OF RIDING 

Mr. Bossenberry dealt in some 
detail with conditions in the 
Pincher Creek area. About 2,000,- 
000 bushels of timothy seed was 
threshed in the area last fall. He 
felt about one-half of this already 
had been shipped to the seed houses 
of the east. He felt there would 
be about $225,000 left in the hands 
of Alberta farmers as a result of 
the timothy crup. 

He stressed the difficulty one 
leading grain exhibitor of his con- 
stituency had in obtaining his seed 
back from Toronto, 

He charged mismanagement of 
the Alberta Government Tele- 
phones had resulted in the lines be- 
Se in the condition they were now 
n. 


IS CRITICAL 


Mr. Bossenberry was strongly 
critical of the government's scheme 
of remissions. Specially did he 
criticize the remission for seed grain 
relief of $66,000 in the Macleod con- 
stituency. He contended this was a 
manifestation of the U, F. A. con- 
tention that anything obtained from 
the government néed not be repaid, 

Strong pleas for the opening of a 
forestry branch office in the Pinch- 
er Creek area were advanced. 

Mr. Bossenberry also advocated 
establishment of a bounty on tim- 
ber wolves and the issuing of per- 
mits to allow hunters to go in and 
slay the marauding animals. 

A determined attack was launch- 
ed by Mr. Bossenberry on Hon. 
Perren Baker, minister of educa- 
tion, for his attack earlier in the 
debate on the Liberal party. It 
was to be expected something more 
dignified would come from the min- 
ister of education. 

He reminded Hon. J. J. MacLel- 
Jan, minister of public works, that 
if there was any gravél left in the 
Taber constituency by spring, much 
of it could be used in the Pincher 
Creek area.

CITY'S BRIEF

€dmonton's brief which will be 
presented at the Dominion confer- 
ence of mayors at Ottawa on March 
25 was mailed Tuesday by Mayor 
J. A. Clarke to 30 of the larger 
cities in Alberta, British Columbia, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. The 
brief deals with municipal financ- 
ing and taxation. 

Outlining Edmonton's _ situation 
for the information of other cities 
which will send delegates to the 
Ottawa parley, the mayor reports 
that relief this year will cost the 
city $1,069,134 if provincial and fed- 
eral contributions are discontinued, 
and $641,634 if the present agr¢e- 
ment which provides that Edmon-

It is | 
suggested that Edmonton receive a!

lief Fight 


Dominion Conference Set 
For March 25 To See 
Municipalities Joining in 
Definite Stand. 


Mayor Jos, A. Clarke will be Ed- 
monton’s delegate to the proposed 
Dominion conference of mayors at 
Ottawa, it was decided by city 
council, Monday night. This parley, 
expected to be called March 25, will 
deal with questions of bond inter- 


est and relief costs as they effect 
the municipalities. 

Concensus of opinion expressed 
at Monday's meeting was that the 
contribution from the senior gov- 
ernments toward relief expendi- 
tures here would have to be in- 
creased; also, that the federal gov- 
ernment should assume full respon- 
sibility for relief. 

Ald. H. D. Ainlay declared the 
1934 allotrnent of relief costs as be- 
tween the federal, provincial and 
municipal governments had not 
been a fair deal, insofar as Edmon- | 
ton was being forced to pay more 
than 50 per cent of its total ex-| 
penditure on direct relief. 


ON CALGARY AGENDA 

This point had been brought up 
at the Calgary mayors’ conference, 
said Ald. J. W. Fry. With a con- 
tribution of only $47,500 per month 
from the province toward local re- 
lief costs, the city was faced with 
an impossible situation. 

Eastern cities were getting mon 


for a showdown on this question, 
and western cities had expressed 
willingness to co-operate with Cal- 
gary with a view to securing re- 
lief from this huge burden, ciated 
Mayor Clarke. 

Ald. H. J. Macdonald believed 
every attempt should be made to 
have the Dominion take over all 
relief. If this were done, Edmon- 
ton would be in a comparatively 
good financial position. 

Ald. J.T. McCreath informed 
council that the Calgary confer- 
ence had favored setting a date on 
which all western municipalities 
would refuse to pay any more re- 
lief. The only barrier to this move 
had been the fact that cities would 
be forced to care for unemployed 
if the Dominion still refused to 
assume the responsibility. 

Aldermen were bound by 
oath of office to see that relief 
cases were cared for, said Ald. H. 
D. Ainlay. 


FAIRER DISTRIBUTION 


Relief could be handled in a 
fairer manner by the federal gov- 
ernment, which could distribute 
the total cost over all municipali- 
ties, opined Ald. J. W. Findlay. At 
the present time the larger cities 
were having. to bear the biggest por- 
tien of the load, while smaller 
municipalities were carrying very 
little of the burden. 

Ald. Fry then moved that Mayor 
Clarke be named as the Edmonton 
delegate to the forthcoming confer- 
ence at Ottawa. The motion car- 
ried, 

Ald. Macdonald urged all possible 
haste in calling the conference. He} 
declared that the government might 
go to the country at any time, and 
the relief question was one which 
should be settled before this hap- 
pened. 


TARIFFS BAR 
EQUAL TRADE 


That the high tariffs of this coun- 
try have resulted in the importation | 
by Japan from Canada of seven 
times as much goods as Canada im- 
ports from that country was the 
statement made by Y. Uchida, Van- 
couver, representative in Canada 
for the Japanese Orange Exporters’ 
Association, who arrived in Edmon- 
ton Tuesday morning following a 
trip to eastern Canada. 

It is impossible, stated Mr. Uchida 
with the present tariffs, which in 
some cases had resulted in an in- 
crease from seven cents to twenty- 
five cents, notably on artificial 
silks, for Japan to maintain an 
equalized trade relationship with) 
Canada. 

The importation of oranges, stat-| 
ed Mr, Uchida, amounted to some 
800,000 boxes annually, which was) 
a small amount in view of the num-| 
ber of oranges consumed in this 
country. 

Mr. Uchida, who visits Japan an- 
nually, stated that the Japanese had | 
no desire to go to war with any 
nation,

AFFECTED BY 
SOCIAL ORDER 


New Set of Values Must. 
Be Taught Gyro Mem- 
bers Told 


“Should the school teach any po- 
litical party philosophy " was the | 
question asked by H. C. Clark,| 
Eastwood high school, during an 
address in which he outlined the 
present social order and its rela- 
tionship to the schools at the regu- 
lar luncheon meeting of the Gyro 
club held in the Macdonald hotel 
Tuesday noon. 

Commencing his address with a 
review of the competitive system 
with the modern method of manu- | 
facture and distribution, the speak- 
er pointed out both the advantages 


and disadvantages of the present} 
method of production. 
The admission that there had 


been a breakdown of the present 
system could not fail to affect the 
schools, said Mr, Clark. 

The machine age, said Mr. Clark, 
had brought leisure within the 
grasp of all and it would have to 
be decided whether this leisure 
should take the form of tmemploy- 
ment. It was time, he stated, to de-| 
cide what the schools could do to 
give a grasp of the present day 
problems. 


GRAVE DANGER 

In this respect, said Mr, Clark, 
there was grave danger of impress- 
ing propaganda on immature minds. 
The teacher was impressed by his 
own historical background and 
there was great difficulty for him 
to avoid presenting his own view- 
point, 

“The child will have to be taught 
a new set of values,” said Mr. 
Clark. “We must repudiate utter- 
ly material success as the ultimate 
goal of education.” 

The points to be stressed in the) 
teaching of this new set of values, 
said Mr, Clark, were human worth, 
the welfare of society as a whole, | 
an aversion to special privileges, | 
and social impulses,

Champion Receives Figure-Skating Trophy at Meet 


The Eskimo hockey team 
passed out of existence yesterday 
—at least, so far as this season is 
concerned, if not permanently. 
. News that the Edmonton 
and Calgary clubs of the North- 
western Hockey League would be 
forced to disband came as a sur- 
prise to everyone, It would 
not have been much of a shock 
if the southern team alone had 
gone under but no one ever gave 
a thought to the Esks being forc- 
ed to quit, There was never 
any secret about the Calgary 
team’s financial instability, and 
it has been more pronounced 
than ever lately with their woe- 
ful small crowds, but the Esks 
had no such troubles as these. 

However, when Calgary was

Is Disbanded for Season 
By BILL LEWIS 


With a surprised group of athletes receiving their salary cheques 
marked “Paid in Full,” the Edmonton Eskimo hockey team was dis- 
banded Monday afternoon, the result of internal difficulties in the 
Northwestern Professional League that yesterday brought about a par- 
tial break-up of the circuit. 

Coming as a shock to thousands of Edmonton fans and even the 
players themselves, Edmonton and Calgary entries in the pro league 
passed out of existence for the remainder of this season, at least, with 
the announcement from President Gordon B, Leitch that the Portland 
and Vancouver clubs would not make their last schedule road trips to 
Alberta. 

Reasons for the blow-up of the league are two-fold: 

()) That Calgary could not meet its guarantees to visiting teams 
froni the Coast, and 

(2) That Eskimos refused to pay Portland and Vancouver clubs 
additional guarantees to take care of deficits likely to be incurred by 
these teams when at Calgary. 

Seattle, Portland and Vancouver, leaders of the league, will carry 
on under a re-arranged schedule, but the two Alberta clubs are “out,” 
it was definitely made known in the statement from President. Leitch. 


Demand More Money 


Eskimos were billed to play in Calgary Monday and then return 
to be hosts to Portland Buckaroos tonight, but these plans were krock- 
ed all out of kilter when Henry J. Roche, Eskimo owner, received a 
wire early yesterday from Owner Bobby Rowe, of the Bucs, demand- 
ing that-$100 per game be added to his guarantees here. The local 
owner flatly refused to meet this demand as he had. fully taken care of 
all his previous obligations and felt. that he should not be penalized 
further for Calgary's inability to carry its own load. With this re- 
fusal, Rowe would not bring his team across the Rockies and an- 
nouncement that Edmonton and Calgary had been dropped from the 
league followed soon after from Leitch’s office in Portland. 

The action of the president was considered a weak way out of the 
difficulty by those in close touch with the situation, who felt that the 
Buckaroos and Vancouver should have been forced to come here for 
their remaining engagements, as the Esks had gone through with both 
their road trips to the Coast cities. These observers believed that the 
local club should not be made to “pay the shot.” President Leitch, 
they maintained, had every power to make the teams visit Edmonton 
if he so desired. 


Plans To Operate Again 


When Owner Roche found at noon yesterday there was nothing left 
to do but disband, he and Manager Art Gagne called in their players 
and paid them off, and today the outsiders among their number are 
preparing to return to their off-season homes. 

Asked concerning his plans for the future, the Eskimo owner stated | 
he was certainly interested in continuing his hockey operations and | 
that he would have a club cither in Edmonton or elsewhere next |

season. He will attend the annual league meeting at the end of the 
league playoffs next month and, if the governors decide not to have 
any clubs on this side of the Rockies during 1935-36, it is possible he 
may put a team in San Francisco or Oakland. Both of these centres 
have been looked upon favorably by the Northwestern League and 
it is thought clubs will be placed there before next winter rolls 
around. Until the meeting is held, however, the local owner will not 
know just where his team will be located.

“With Calgary out of the picture,” the league president said, “it is 
impossible for coast clubs to make the road trip to Edmonton alone, | 
thus automatically cancelling the remaining Edmonton games as well, | 
although the Edmonton Eskimos have an intact team and a mathe- 
matical chance for the playoff. 


Esks Must Disband 


“Under these circumstances it will be necessary for the Edmonton 
club to disband.” 

President Leitch said it is uncertain what disposition of the Calgary 
franchise will eventually be made, but that there will be no change in 
Edmenton franchise, 

“It possible,” Leitch said, “that both Edmonton and Calgary 
franchises may be transferred to coast cities for next season in order 
to have all units operating on artificial ice,” the president said. 

The coast section of the Northwestern League schedule will be play- 
ed out and probably will be rearranged to eliminate idle spots caustd 
by cancellation of prairie trips. 


Plan Earlier Playoffs

Leitch said that with rearrangement of the schedule, it is probable 
the play-offs will be started a week or ten days earlier than scheduled.

“We are going ahead under plans tentatively agreed upon at a 
meeting in Seattle early in February,” Dr. Leitch said.

Charging “enormous waste” of
